Reasons for Allowance 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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The claims are allowed for the reasons that the prior art of record does not teach or fairly 
suggest Applicants' claimed method. The closest prior art of record, Levinson et al., does not 
teach the use of Applicants' claimed array of crystallized calcium oxalate samples in liquid form 
with salts of citric acid especially as used in conjunction with a combination of both polarized 
light analysis and Raman spectroscopy. Furthermore, the other cited references of record (i.e., 
Selengut et al, Klein et al., Jandeleit et al, Embiata et al., and Findlay et al.) fail to rectify these 
deficiencies.
